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VENEREAL DISORDERS. 
: A CLAP. is a flux of matter from the glands called 


lacunæ, fituated'in the internal parts of the urethra 
in men, and of the pudenda in women, the fluid which 
oozes from the ſecretory glands in their natural ſtate, was 
deſigned to lubricate the paſſage, and line it with a viſcous 
mucus, which might ſufficiently defend the extremities 
of the nerves from being irritated by the ſalts or acrimony 
of the urine, When this mucus is abraded and carried off 
by the attenuated diſcharge, occaſioned by the venereal 


virus, which irritates their orifices ; the urine cauſes an 


intolerable pungent, ſmarting, or burning ſenſation. Hence 
this diſorder is called by the French Chaudpiſſe. 

The cause originates from an acid virus, or in fectious 
miaſmata, acquired by impure coition: theſe inſinuate 
themſelves into the minute mouths of the lacunæ, and con- 


ſequently increaſe their diameter, whence a copious run- 


ning of thinner matter than uſual muſt iſſue, Cowper's 
and the proſtrate gland are often aftefted, . 


nl Thhis diſtemper is by no means a native of Europe, but 
was firſt imported by Chriſtopher Columbus to Naples 


from America, and ſpread through that city with prodi- 
gious rapidity.” Somewhat more than a year after his re- 


= turn from his firſt voyage, the French army fat down be- 
fore Naples in the year 1492. The Neapolitans being diſ- 


treſſed by a ſcarcity of proviſions, thought it neceſſary to
